Anti-Foreig- n Policy. A

New York, Sept. 16. The Japan
minister has recommended, aays a Her-ai- d

djspatch from Seoul, Korea, that
hi government Immediately undertake
the construction of a railway from
Seoul to Gensan under military engi-

neers as a war measure. The Jap-

anese hold no concession for this line,
but under the terms of the Japanese-Korea- n

protocol signed In February of

thla year, they can claim the tight for

strategic purposes.
The railway, once laid, may later be

operated as a commercial venture,

greatly assisting lit the development
and colonlxatlon plans for the Korean

peninsula. The construction of the
railroad connecting Fusnn with Ma- -

sampho was commenced a week ago

uader Japanese military engineers.
For the lust week, parties of Korean

officials have been pursuing the ancient
custom of kneeling before the palace

gates, praying the acceptance of a

memorial petitioning the emperor to

adopt a strong antl-forel- policy.
